David U. McFariand Miraculously 


Escapad 


HIS INJURIES ARt VERY SLIGHT

Many people hereabouts remember 
Dave McFariand, who for a number 
of years lived on the farm of B. F. 
BJcketts and later was in the life in- 
surance business, lie is now located 
in Anaconda, Mont. The following 
press telegram Jiom that pi ice giv«s> 
the details of a thrilling experience 
through which he passed, miraculous- 
ly escaping with his life: 
"That a human being could pass 
through what D. U. McFariand, of 
No. 601 East Fourth street, did yester 
day and live to tell of it, with a smile 
on his face, is a wonder almost incred- 
ible. 


'•McFariand is a yard man working 


on one of the engines of the air iine at 
the new works. The regular career 
with which he works was not at. his 
post Saturday night, and a young wan 
by the namep-' Kiley, about sixteen 
years- of agt^ 'as in his place. 
"As tbe engine was proceeding, 
light, from the blast furnace to the 
concentrator building. Kiley, accord- 
ing to McFarland'sstatement, opened 
tbe engine throttle wide, and they 
tore along tbe track at the rate of 
fully seventy miles an hour. 


"McParland was standing on tbe 


running board at tbe rear of the en- 
gine, and as they came to a swucb 
that throws:be engine from one st-t 
of tracks to another tbe engine trave 
an awfjl lurch, throwing McFariand 
violently to one side. Before he could 
regain bis puise and secure a hold up- 
on tbe rod, tbe engine straightened 
away on to the other track, throwing 
McFariand in an opposite direction 
and completely off tbe running board - 
"How be eversucceeded in falling in 
so brief a moment into the position in 
which he fell seems almost miracu- 
lous. 
"The running board is but about six 
inches above the track bed, and as tbe 
engine continued oa its way ilcFar- 
land's legs passed directly beneath the 
running board, both straightened to 
their full length. Passing oa, the run- 
ning board squeezed barj against the 
thicker portion of McFarland:s body, 
and, as the bed isof brick, wets smooth 
enough to allow McFariand in this po- 
sition to.be pushed a distance of fifty 
feet without passing entirely over 
him. 
''The engineer, meanwhile, Jiad dis 


covered McFariand:s mishap: and had" 
stopped tbe engine. 


'•McFariand was taken to tne hos- 
pital, where it was found that not a 
bone bad been broken and not a drop 
of blood had been drawn. Aside from 
some badly wrenched muscles of the 
right leg, which do not even prevent 
Mr. McFariand from using his foot 
without paiu. and a superficial scratch 
on the shoulder, he was not injured in 
the least particular. As he lay in his 
ward at ihe hospital, McFariand 
sbowe_d not tne least indication of the 
thrilling experience through which he 
bad parsed. He laughed as be talked 
but admitted that it was beyond him 
to explain bow a man could *pass 
through what he had and be so little 
scratched. 
" "I learned while skating to throw 


mj bead forward on my chest when- 
ever I fell backward,'said McFariand. 
'and I instinctively did this wbea I 
felt my siiouider strike tbe bed of the 
track yesterday. I haven't a sore spot 
on me outside of tbe muscles of my 
leg and a littie bruised skin on my | 
shoulder where I struck. I will have 
to hobble around for a little while an- 
til my leg gets well, but I'm glad 
enough to do that so long as it is no ! 
worse." "
